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COMPILER'S  PREFACE  TO  THE  JOURNAL  OF 
THE  COMMONS  HOUSE  OF  ASSEMBLY. 


Under  the  King's  government  in  Georgia  the  legisla- 
tive power  was  vested  in  three  branches,  the  King's  Gov- 
ernor, the  King's  Council,  sitting  as  an  "Upper  House," 
and  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly.  The  Governor 
could  recommend  to  the  two  Houses  such  measures  as  he 
deemed  advisable  and  he  had  the  veto  power,  and  no  bill 
could  become  a  law  without  his  approval,  and  then  it  had 
to  go  to  England  for  the  King's  approval. 

The  powers  of  the  Council  sitting  as  an  Upper  House 
were  not  clearly  defined.  At  first  the  Commons  House 
of  Assembly  denied  to  it  the  right  to  originate  bills,  and 
did  not  recognize  the  rig-HI  the  councilors  claimed  to  call 
themselves  "the  Upper  House  of  Assembly,"  but  insisted 
that  they  were  only  a  Council  with  advisory  powers. 
But  later  on  they  recognized  them  as  the  Upper  House 
and  conceded  to  them  the  right  to  inaugurate  measures 
and  insist  on  amendments  to  all  bills  passed  in  the  Lower 
House  except  money  bills.  These  had  to  originate  in  the 
Commons  House,  and  could  not  be  amended  in  the  Upper 
House. 

The  members  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly 
were  elected  by  the  qualified  electors,  and  an  elector  to 
be  qualified  had  to  be  not  under  twenty-one  years  old 
and  had  to  own  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  in  which 
he  offered  to  vote;  and  to  be  qualified  to  sit  in  the  Com- 
mons House  of  Assembly  he  had  to  own  five  hundred 
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acres  anywhere  in  the  province.  The  members  of  the 
Commons  House  of  Assemhjy  chose  their  own  Speaker, 
but  their  choice  could  be,  and  sometimes  was,  negatived 
by  the  Governor,  when  they  had  to  elect  another.  The 
members  were  elected  for  no  definite  period,  but  contin- 
ued until  the  Governor  thought  proper  to  dissolve  them ; 
and  they  could  adjourn  themselves  only  from  one  day 
to  the  next,  but  adjournments  for  a  longer  period  had  to 
be  made  by  the  Governor. 

''Their  proceedings  were  conformed  to  the  Commons  in 
Great  Britain,  and  they  chose  their  own  Messenger  and 
Doorkeeper,  but  the  Governor  appointed  the  Clerk." 
The  members  served  without  pecuniary  compensation. 

This  and  the  two  following  volumes  contain  all  the 
Journals  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  now  in  ex- 
istence from  the  first  meeting  of  the  first  royal  legislature 
on  the  7^**  of  January,  1755,  to  the  final  adjournment  of 
the  last  on  the  i6th  of  June,  1782.  These  Journals  are 
full  and  complete  up  to  Habersham's  legislature  in  April, 
1772.  The  Journal  of  this  legislature  seems  to  be  im- 
perfect and  sometimes  conflicting.  During  the  turbulent 
times  which  followed  there  was  but  little  effort  at  legisla- 
tion. There  was  no  harmony  between  the  legislative 
and  executive  departments,  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple not  being  in  accord  with  the  Governor.  The  Journals 
for  this  entire  period  are  meager  and  imperfect.  From 
March,  1776,  to  May,  1780,  there  was  no  session  of  the 
legislature,  and  for  nearly  three  years  of  this  time  there 
was  no  semblance  of  royal  government  in  the  province. 
In  July,  1779,  six  months  after  the  British  forces  cap- 
tured and  occupied  Savannah,  Governor  Wright  returned 
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and  resumed  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  in  the  following 
May  issued  writs  for  the  election  of  a  new  legislature, 
but  no  constitutional  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness appeared.  It  required  eighteen  members  to  make  a 
quorum,  when  at  no  time  more  than  fifteen  appeared. 
The  Governor  sought  in  the  emergency  the  advice  of  the 
Chief  Justice  and  Attorney  General,  and  was  advised 
by  them  that  under  existing  circumstances  laws  passed 
by  this  legislature  would  be  valid,  and  it  therefore  or- 
ganized as  a  legislature  and  passed  a  few  laws,  the  most 
important  of  which  was  the  disqualifying  act  of  1782, 
published  elsewhere  in  this  compilation,  but  only  the  most 
meager  and  fragmentary  Journals  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  legislature  can  now  be  found,  either  here  or  in  Lon- 
don. The  first  we  have  is  that  of  May  9,  1780,  and  the 
last  June  16,  1782,  about  three  Aveeks  before  the  British 
evacuated  the  State.  These  Journals  are  so  fragmentary 
and  disconnected  that  they  afford  no  intelligible  account 
of  what  was  done  or  attempted,  but  such  as  they  are,  we 
have  included  in  this  compilation.

—  I  think  it  proper  for  the  publick 
Service  that  you  first  of  all  frame  some  provincial  Laws 
for  the  well  regulating  the  Militia,  for  the  making  pub- 
lick  Roads  and  establishing  a  Provision  for  defraying  the 
Expenses  of  holding  the  two  Courts  of  Oyer  and  Ter- 
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miner  which  his  Majesty  has  directed  to  ^■*'^^  held  here 
yearly  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  December  and  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  in  June,  and  I  likewise  recommend 
to  your  Consideration  the  making  Provision  for  the  or- 
dinary Contingencies  of  Government,  as  far  as  the  Cir- 
cumstances of  the  People  will  conveniently  admit  of  the 
same — 

Gentlemen 

As  you  are  called  together  for  no  other  purpose  but 
to  consult  about  the  best  Methods  of  promoting  your 
own  Welfare  I  doubt  not  but  You  will  take  care  not  to 
suffer  any  thing  to  disunite  You  or  draw  off  your  Atten- 
tion from  the  publick  Good,  I  on  my  part  shall  be  ready 
to  concur  with  you  in  every  Thing  that  can  be  conducive 
to  your  true  and  lasting  Interest.

Dignity  of  our  Sovereign  and  the  Good  of  our  Constitu- 
ents b^eing  well  convinced  that  the  true  lYiterest  of  His

your  Majesty's  Royal  Instructions  issued  a  Proclama- 
tion obliging  all  Grantees  of  Lands  to  clear  and  cultivate 
at  the  rate  of  five  Acres  Per  Year  for  every  hundred 
Acres  contained  in  their  Grants,  in  failure  of  which  such 
Grants  shall  be  void.  And  whereas  we  humbly  conceive 
the  Compliance  with  this  Condition  to  be  impracticable, 
and  has  a  tendency  destructive  to  the  present  Planters 
and  will  effectually  prevent  the  future  Settlement  of  the 
Colony  as  it  lays  the  Proprietors  under  the  fatal  Neces- 
sity of  annually  employing  so  much  of  their  time  and  so 
great  a  part  of  their  Hands  in  clearing  their  Lands  as 
would  hinder  their  Planting  to  any  Advantage,  as  well 
as  of  cutting  down  their  valuable  Timber  in  Waste, 
whereby  they  are  deprived  of  a  considerable  Part  of 
their  Profits;  and  as  at  least  one  half  of  the  Lands  now 
possessed  are  not  fit  for  any  manner  of  Cultivation,  their 
Possessors  would  be  put  under  an  extreme  Hardship  by 
being  obliged  to  clear  and  cultivate  such  Lands;  and  in 
twenty  Years  under  these  Restrictions  and  the  Condi- 
tions so  far  complied  with,  such  Lands  must  never  the  less 
become  forfeited  as  the  said  Proprietors  then  will  have 
no  more  Land  to  clear. 
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We  therefore  with  humble  Submission  to  your  most 
Sacred  Majesty,  pray  that  the  above  Conditions  may  be 
altered  and  that  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased 
to  consider  that  as  This  is  an  Infant  and  Frontier  Colony 
to  your  Majesty^s  Provinces  on  the  Continent,  which 
exposes  us  more  to  the  Insults  of  the  Enemy  and  renders 
our  Property  more  precarious.

taking  up  Land  who  have  no  Intention  to  cultivate  it 
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(which  we  humbly  apprehend  is  what  is  intended  to  be 
obviated  by  that  part  of  the  Proclamation  complained 
of)  as  they  will  be  obliged  for  their  own  Advantage  to 
employ  the  Slaves  they  have  brought  into  the  Colony, 
and  we  are  certain  they  cannot  employ  them  in  any  way 
that  will  be  so  profitable  as  that  of  clearing  and  culti- 
vating their  own  Lands  —  If  this  has  your  Excellencys 
Approbation,  We  beg  that  You  would  be  pleased  to  use 
your  Interest  that  Lands  may  be  granted  on  the  above 
Terms  —  We  likewise  pray  that  your  Excellency  will  be

I  desire  you  will  inform  the  House  that  it  appears  to 
me  from  the  Journal  that  they  have  neglected  to  admit 
the  members  elected  to  fill  the  Vacancies  in  the  House, 
against  whom  there  is  no  Objection  or  Complaint  from 
the  District  for  which  they  were  retum'd  nor  any  Petition 
from  any  other  Candidate  which  is  a  very  unjustifiable 
Proceeding,  not  only  as  it  is  irregular  in  Point  of  form, 
and  an  Attack  upon  the  Liberty  of  the  Subject,  but  as 
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it  is  a  Contempt  of  the  Authority  His  Majesty  has  been 
pleased  to  invest  me  with,  to  take  care  that  the  Assembly 
consist  of  Nineteen  Members  and  that  this  number  be 
not  enlarg  d  or  diminished,  It  was  apparent  to  me  that 
it  was  not  compleat  by  the  promotion  of  two  Members 
and  the  Refusal  of  one  to  serve  who  had  never  Qualified 
(which  was  signified  to  me  in  Council  under  the  Hand 
of  the  said  Meml:)er)  and  therefore  I  caused  the  proper 
Writ  to  be  issued  in  the  King's  Name  to  compleat  the 
number  of  the  Assembly  as  I  am  authorized  and  com- 
manded by  His  Majesty  so  to  do.  To  proceed  upon  Pub- 
lic Business  without  admitting  all  the  mem1:)ers  would

That  on  Friday  last  being  the  13^**  Instant  about 
Elleven  of  the  Clock  in  the  forenoon  as  he  was  in  the 
Chair  in  the  Assembly  room  there  came  a  Message  to 
the  House  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor  who  being 
Admitted  read  to  this  Effect  "M'  Speaker  I  Adjourn  the 
House  untill  Thursday  the  19^*"  Instant  sign'd  John  Rey- 
nolds" and  then  reach'd  the  paper  to  me  and  retired  As 
I  took  hold  of  it  and  was  going  to  rise  it  was  seized  in 
my  hand  by  one  of  the  Members  who  said  I  should  not 
get  it  or  should  not  read  it  or  Words  to  that  Effect.  I 
strugled  for  it,  for  some  time  but  was  Obliged  to  Yield 
it  Otherwise  it  would  have  been  torn  I  then  stood  up  and 
declared  that  I  thought  I  had  no  Right  to  set  there  as 
I  was  firmly  persuaded  the  House  was  adjourned  and 
that  nothing  that  could  be  done  after  would  be  deemed 
Valid  and  therefore  would  leave  the  Chair  then  all  or 
most  of  them  arose  up  and  said  they  would  Oblige  me

mitte  must  here  Observe  that  to  this  Cause  also  to  the  Neg- 
lect of  employing  the  well  constructed  filature  at  Ebe- 
nezer,  is  owing  the  retrograding  State  of  the  silk  Culture, 
Your  Committe  begs  leave  further  to  Observe  that  Erect- 
ing a  large  two  Story  House  for  the  deception  of  Cocoons 
was  a  Misapplication  of  publick  Money,  for  less  room 
is  more  than  sufficient  to  Contain  all  that  is  likely  to  be 
raised  in  some  Years,  and  it  stood  in  a  great  measure 
useless  till  Appropriated  for  holding  the  Council  and  As- 
sembly &  keeping  the  Records  in  the  Secretary's  and 
Surveyor  Generals  Office,  and  was  built  as  your  Com- 
mitte  Apprehends  for  no  Other  purpose,  but  falsely  to 
represent  the  progress  of  the  silk  Culture.

visible  in  all  parts  of  the  Colony — 

Resolved  That  your  Committ6  are  however  of 
Opinion  that  it  would  be  a  great  Hindrance  to  Continue 
Benjamin  Martyn  Esq.  the  Nominal  Agent,  for  real 
Agent  he  is  not,  for  as  the  General  Assembly  have  no 
part  in  recommending  him,  he  is  not  accountable  to  them 
for  his  Conduct,  hence  no  representation  of  Persons  or 
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things  is  regarded,  except  such  as  is  given  by  partial 
Self  interested  Men,  Calculated  for  his  and  their  purposes 
and  in  return  he  procures  (or  them  places  of  Trust  and 
Proffit  that  he  has  caused  an  Augmentation  of  the  Sala- 
ries of  his  Creatures  when  at  the  same  time  the  money 
allowed  for  the  Contingencies  of  Government  is  Lessen- 
ed from  Five  hundred  to  three  Hundred  pounds  ^ 
Annum,  tho'  the  Demands  for  Publick  Services  encrease, 
and  thereby  many  necessary  works  must  be  left  undone 
or  be  provided  for  by  the  people  a  Burthen  in  their  pres- 
ent Circumstances  they  are  not  able  to  bear,  that  tho' 
he  never  was  in  this  Country  and  has  had  no  other  In- 
formation of  its  Affairs  than  what  is  above  mentioned, 
he  has  been  hardy  enough  to  impose  upon  the  people 
of  England  a  printed  account  of  it,  in  which  there  are 
almost  as  many  falsities  as  pages — 

Resoi^v^d  That  the  Colony  is  in  so  Defenceless  a 
State  at  present  that  except  a  small  Battery  Lately  Erect- 
ed for  the  safety  of  the  Town  and  River  Savannah  there 
are  very  few  Guns  mounted  in  the  whole  province,  the 
Fx)rtifications  of  Frederica  are  intirely  ruined,  and  the 
Fort  at  Augusta  in  so  wretched  a  Condition  that  even 
upon  Publick  occasions  they  are  Obliged  to  take  the  Guns 
out  of  it  to  fire  them  least  the  Shock  should  bring  down 
the  whole  Fort,  that  there  is  not  a  Soldier  in  the  whole

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Members  of  his  Majesty's  Council  and  House  of  repre- 
sentatives now  in  General  Assembly  Met,  beg  leave  to 
inform  your  Excellency  that  we  have  taken  under  our 
mature  consideration  the  Letter  from  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  of  South  Carolina  &  the  Several  papers  there- 
with inclosed,  Laid  before  Us  by  Your  Order  and  with 
great  concern  we  find  by  their  contents  the  imminent  Dan- 
gers that  now  Threaten  us  which  induced  him  to  write 
to  Your  Excellency  on  so  emergent  an  occasion,  as  well 
as  the  Coroborating  accounts  we  have  from  time  to  time 
had  from  other  parts,  of  an  Invasion  intended  from  S' 
Domingo,  by  a  number  of  Men  of  War,  and  a  large  Body 
of  Troops  against  this  and  His  Majesty's  Province  of 
South  Carolina,  and  what  more  immeadiately  alarms  Us 
at  this  Juncture  is  an  Attack  designed  by  the  French  and 
Indians,  on  our  Western  Frontiers,  as  we  observe  by  the 
purport  of  the  above  papers  from  the  Commanding  Officer 
in  the  Indian  Country  and  also  it  is  apprehended  that 
the  Greatest  part  of  the  Creek  Nation,  by  the  Influence 
of  the  French  at  the  Albama  Fort  are  to  us  lost^  in  Con- 
sequence of  which  they  Tiave  Concluded  a  peace  with  our 
Enemys  the  Chactaws  &  threatened  our  Friends  the 
Chickesaws  with  War,  if  they  would  not  with  them  Join 
the  French  against  those  Provinces. 

When  we  consider  the  Approaching  Dangers  that 
threaten  the  Destruction  of  this  His  Majesty's  Province 
by  an  Invasion  from  the  French  at  S*  Domingo,  and  their 
intended  Descent  Conjointly  with  the  Indians  on  our 
Western  Frontiers  the  Naked  defenceless  State  of  the 
Province  wherewith  your  Excellency  is  well  agquainted, 
our  Inability  in  all  respects  to  Oppose  one  or  the  other 
we  are  so  deeply  concerned  with  the  Melancholly  pros- 
pect of  our  present  Situation,  that  we  are  unable  suffi- 
ciently by  words  to  express;  but  what  arises  from  re- 
flecting on  the  continued  and  paternal  regard  our  most 
Gracious  Sovereign  hath  always  Manifested  to  his  Sub- 
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jects  of  this  Province,  all  these  Motives  urge  us  in  the 
most  interesting  manner  to  Address  your  Excellency  that 
you  would  be  pleased  to  take  our  Necessitious  ^■'"'^  Circum- 
stances under  your  consideration  &  immeadiately  compleat 
the  present  Company  of  Rangers  to  Seventy  Men  and 
raise  two  other  Companies  of  the  same  number  each  And 
that  they  be  ordered  to  encamp  at  the  most  convenient 
place  on  the  main  Body  of  the  Alatamaha  River  where 
they  will  be  a  Check  on  the  Indians  and  may  prevent  their 
Joining  with  the  ffrench  and  likewise  will  be  ready  to 
March  (when  it  may  appear  to  your  Excellency  it  can 
be  done  with  the  consent  of  a  sufficient  Number  of  the 
Indians)  into  the  Creek  Nation  to  Join  such  of  them  as 
may  remain  well  Affected  to  his  Majesty  in  the  Demoli- 
tion of  Albama  Fort  which  if  happily  affected  we  are  As- 
sured would  disappoint  the  Schemes  of  our  Enemies  from 
that  Quarter.

able  to  Cultivate  and  Improve  Lands  were  denyed  Any, 
and  others  not  allowed  a  Sufficient  Quantity  by  which 
means  the  most  Valuable  Lands  were  Engrossed  Cultiva- 
tion retarded  and  the  People  justly  dissatisfied.  Trade 
was  so  far  Monopolized  by  the  tradeing  Men  in  Office, 
that  those  who  had  money  du6  for  Salaries,  raising  Co- 
coons and  all  other  Publick  Services  were  often  Obliged 
to  take  goods  they  did  not  want  instead  of  Cash  or  go 
unpaid.  Your  Committe  must  here  observe  that  to  this 
cause  as  also  to  the  Neglect  of  employing  the  well  Con- 
structed filature  at  Ebenezer  is  oweing  the  retrogadeing 
State  of  the  Silk  Culture  Your  Committe  b^s  leave  fur- 
ther to  Observe  that  Erecting  a  Large  two  Story  house, 
for  the  reception  of  Cocoons  was  a  Misapplication  of 
Publick  Money,  for  Less  room  is  more  than  sufficient  to 
contain  all  that  is  Likely  to  be  raised  in  some  Years,  and 
stood  in  a  Great  measure  Useless  till  Appropriated  for 
holding  the  Council  and  Assembly  and  keeping  the  Rec- 
ords in  Secretary's  and  Surveyor  Generals  Offices,  and 
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was  built  as  Your  Committe  Apprehends  for  no  other 
purpose  but  falsely  to  represent  the  progress  of  the  Silk 
Cultun 


Resolved  That  after  the  Colony  became  under  the 
immediate  Direction  of  the  Crown  on  the  Arrival  of  His 
Excellency  John  Reynolds  Esq'  the  President  and  As- 
sistants being  continued  in  such  Power  as  was  Scarse 
Consistent  with  Royal  Government  &  corresponding  with 
Benjamin  Martyn  their  former  Correspondent,  &  Secre- 
tary to  the  late  Trustees  did  by  false  and  Malicious  in- 
sinuations so  far  misrepresent  every  person  they  imagined 
could  give  any  Light  into  their  past  Administration  as 
to  prevent  their  doing  the  Colony  the  least  Service  brand- 
ing them  with  the  dishonourable  name  of  Incendiaries 
disaffected  to  all  Government  under  what  shape  soever, 
thro'  their  means,  and  for  Selfish  Purposes  to  Secure  a 
Majority  in  the  General  Assembly  was  made  the  unequal 
&  Injurious  Division  of  the  Colony  into  Districts  for  by 
this  present  regulation  near  three  fourths  of  the  Colony 
in  respect  to  extent  of  Country  or  Number  of  Inhabi- 
tants, sends  but  four  Members  to  serve  in  General  As- 
sembly Viz'  all  that  Part  to  the  Southward  of  Little 
oGeeche  River,  it  is  also  owing  to  the  Behaviour  of  the 
President  &  Assistants  that  many  usefull  People  have 
been  Deterred  from-  settling  in  the  Colony — 

Resolved  That  your  Committ6  find  that  since  there 
has  been  a  different  Management  of  Indian  Affairs,  Less 
partiallity  in  the  distribution  of  Lands,  and  Prejudice 
against  the  best  and  greatest  number  of  the  People,  that 
the  Inhabitants  are  mOTe  satisfied  and  that  a  Spirit  of 
Industry  is  Visible  in  all  parts  of  the  Colony —

jamin Martyn  Esq'  the  Nominal  Agent  for  Real  Agent 
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he  is  not  for  as  the  General  Assembly  have  no  part  in 
recommending  him  he  is  not  accountable  to  them  for  his 
Conduct,  hence  no  representation  of  person  or  things  is 
regarded  except  such  as  is  given  by  partial  self  interested 
Men  Calculated  for  his  and  their  purposes  and  in  return 
he  procures  for  them  places  of  Trust  and  Proffiit;  that 
he  has  caused  an  Augmentation  of  the  Salaries  of  his 
Creatures  when  at  the  same  time  the  Money  allowed  for 
the  Contingencies  of  Government  is  Lessned  from  five 
hundred  to  three  Hundred  pounds  ^  Annum,  tho'  the 
Demands  for  Publick  Services  increase  and  thereby  many 
necessary  works  must  be  left  undone  or  be  provided  for 
by  the  people,  a  Burthen  in  their  present  Circumstances 
they  are  not  able  to  bear,  that  tho'  he  never  was  in  this 
Country  and  has  had  no  other  Information  of  its  aifairs, 
than  what  is  above  mentioned,  he  has  been  hardy  enough 
to  impose  upon  the  People  of  England  a  printed  account 
of  it,  in  which  there  are  as  many  falsities  as  pages. 

ResoItVEd  That  the  Colony  is  in  so  Defenceless  a 
State  at  present,  that  except  a  small  Battery  lately  Erected 
for  the  safety  of  the  Town  and  River  Savannah,  there 
are  very  few  Guns  mounted  in  the  Whole  Province  the 
Fortifications  at  Frederica  are  intirely  ruined,  And  the 
Fort  at  Augusta  in  so  wretched  a  Condition  that  even 
upon  Publick  occasions  they  are  obliged  to  take  the  Guns 
out  of  it,  to  fire  them  Least  the  Shock  should  bring  down 
the  whole  Fort,  that  there  is  not  a  Soldier  in  the  whole 
Province  except  forty  Rangers  raised  during  the  late 
alarm  except  also  a  small  detachment  of  Men  from  the  In- 
dependant  Companies  in  Carolina  who  are  not  to  be  relied 
upon  as  they  are  under  the  Command  of  the  Governor  of 
that  Province,  and  such  of  them  as  were  Stationed  at  Au- 
gusta except  the  Officer  and  six  private  Men  are  now 
actually  sent  from  thence  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
Governor  of  this  Province  whereby  that  part  of  the 
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Country  nearest  adjoining  to  the  Indians  is  quite  naked 
and  exposed  That  your  Committe  does  not  tjy  this  Ob- 
servation intend  to  cast  the  least  reflection  on  the  Con- 
duct of  His  Excellency  Governor  Lyttleton  whose  re- 
gard to  this  Province  claims  the  most  Gratefull  acknowl- 
edgement but  to  shew  only  how  precarious  the  depend- 
ance  is  upon  Troops  under  the  command  of  any  other 
than  the  Governor  of  this  Province 

Resolved  That  this  account  of  the  State  of  the  Prov- 
ince tho'  imperfect  in  some  parts,  is  the  best  your  Com- 
mitte are  able  to  give  as  they  are  unhappily  deprived  of 
by  the  Refusal  of  the  Secretary  to  inspect  such  Publick 
Papers  they  Judged  highly  necessary  to  their  Guidance

We  have  thought  it  our  duty  to  offer  these  things  to 
Your  Lordships  consideration  from  whence  we  doubt 
not  it  will  appear,  that  the  Bad  consequences  of  misman- 
agement of  Publick  Officers  an  entire  neglect  in  the 
Agent  of  the  true  and  general  Interest  of  the  Province 
and  a  Misapplication  of  Publick  Money  have  been  the 
Principal  reasons  why  this  Colony  after  having  had  so 
great  Sums  granted  for  its  use,  for  more  than  Twenty 
Years  is  still  in  so  deplorable  a  Condition,  from  your 
Lordships  well  known  Tenderness  and  Regard  to  the 
happiness  &  Satisfaction  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Planta-

and  the  well  grounded  Alarms  of  Measures  being  con- 
certed to  carry  into  Execution  every  Means  that  Malice 
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can  invent,  to  subdue  and  bow  the  Necks  of  British  Sub- 
jects to  the  Yoke,  and  Slavery  of  France  fill  our  Minds 
with  the  deepest  Concern ! 

Alarmed  by  these  fatal  Circumstances  tis  to  be  hoped 
a  suitable  and  becoming  Conduct,  will' in  a  great  Meas- 
ure engage  a  Continuation  of  the  regard  of  Our  most 
Gracious  Sovereign — .\nd  we  are  now  met  with  no  other 
Views  then  what  tend  to  promte  ^•**'^  our  Happiness  and 
Prosperity,  We  beg  leave  to  assure  Your  Honor,  that 
nothing  shall  be  wanting  on  our  Part,  which  may  con- 
tribute to  such  good  Purposes.  And  we  hope  from  the 
Harmony  subsisting  between  the  different  Branches  of

Rupture  (without  any  Forts  that  are  not  utterly  in 
ruins,  Or  Artillery  but  what  are  in  a  manner  unfit  for 
for  Service.  Without  Magazines  or  Funds  to  erect  them, 
without  any  Troops  Stationed  here  save  Twenty  odd 
Rangers  (raised  in  the  hurry  of  an  Alarm)  Yet  unes- 
tablished,  Unpaid,  and  Undisciplined,  without  any  Ves- 
sel of  War  for  the  protection  of  our  Coast;  With  but 
few  Inhabitants,  And  those  poor  and  widely  dispersed 
over  the  Province ;  Open  on  the  one  side  to  every  Incur- 
sion of  Indians  And  on  the  other  exposed  to  every  Pos-

numerous  of  the  Indian  Nations,  and  when  at  the  same

mans in  General  and  to  our  Congregation  in  particular  a 
full  power  in  Latin  signed  by  their  Secretary  ^'^""^  M' 
Martyn  &  sealed  with  the  Seal  of  the  Colony  of  Georgia 
to  make  with  the  Saltzburghers  (then  driven  out  of  their 
native  Country)  an  agreement  to  their  likeing  to  be  in-

ince. Such  inestimable  Qualities  and  Abilities  certain 
we  are  cannot  but  tend  to  make  us  a  happy  and  flourish- 
ing People. 

The  Danger  this  Province  in  general  is  exposed  to 
from  the  Creek  Indians  demands  our  greatest  Attention 
and  maturest  Deliberation  to  secure  us  against  those  Sav- 
ages, and  we  promise  our  selves  that  nothing  on  our 
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part  Sir  will  be  wanting  to  re-establish  that  Peace  and 
Tranquility  with  those  People  which  may  be  conducive 
to  again  settle  the  back  parts  of  this  Province  and  carry 
on  that  valuable  Trade  which  must  largely  contribute  to 
extend  our  Commerce  and  Provincial  Influence  with  the 
Indians  in  general. 

We  agree  with  Your  Honor  that  the  insolent  and  dar- 
ing behaviour  of  the  Creek  Indians  is  partly  owing  to  the 
success  of  the  Cherokees  against  our  Neighbors  and  part- 
ly to  the  weak  and  defenceless  State  of  the  Province  too 
well  known  to  them.  A  State  which  only  leaves  to  our 
Choice  a  Plan  of  Defence  and  Security  so  justly  recom- 
mended by  Your  Honor,  and  which  we  shall  with  pleas- 
ure concur  with  you  in  pursuing  as  we  do  in  hoping  that 
the  success  with  which  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless  His 
Majesty's  Arms  to  the  Northward  may  be  the  Means  of 
speedy  Assistance  being  afforded  this  much  exposed  and 
Frontier  Province 

The  urgent  Necessity  of  finishing  the  works  already 
begun  for  the  Security  of  the  Province  and  the  repairing 
of  Tybee  Light  House  loudly  call  for  immediate  Supplies, 
on  the  other  hand  the  abilities  of  our  Constituents  will 
not  allow  us  to  grant  so  much  as  may  be  perhaps  required 
for  these  Ends,  the  large  tho'  insufficient  Sums  they  have 
already  raised  Considered.  However  w^e  assure  Your 
Honor  we  shall  as  far  as  we  possibly  can  make  provision 
for  them.  And  we  shall  pay  the  utmost  attention  to  what 
Your  Honor  is  i>leasecl  to  recommend  to  us  in  regard  to 
the  Laws  of  this  Province.

Headmen  and  other  Creek  Indians,  His  services  have  been 
represented  to  me  as  of  great  use  and  I  believe  Were  so, 
and  it  should  be  considered  that  he  went  up  at  a  Very 
dangerous  time,  when  probably  few  or  none  wou'd  have 
Ventured,  I  have  therefore  sent  you  his  Accounts  that 
You  may  Consider  his  Services  and  do  thereon  what  you 
shall  see  fitt —  I  must  also  acquaint  you  that  Several 
Indians  some  who  live  in  the  Settlements,  and,  others, 
have  apply'd  to  me  for  A  Small  Supply  of  Corn,  alledging 
they  are  reduced  to  great  distress  for  want  of  Provis- 
ion, and  I  have  Lately  ordered  ten  Bushells  of  Corn  for

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'  disposed  to  continue  in  ffriendship  with  us.  And  as  b}' 
the  Treaty  lately  made  with  Attakullakulla,  a  Peace  seems 
on  the  point  of  being  ratified  l^etween  the  Province  of 
South  Carolina  and  the  Cherokees,  in  which  Event  His 
Majesty's  Troops  may  be  at  Leisure  to  strengthen  ni\' 
hands,  I  am  hopeful  the  Creeks  will  be  induced  to  com- 
ply with  their  Treaties  and  Engagements,  and  to  make 
Satisfaction  for'  the  Murders  committed  by  them. 

And  whilst  we  have  so  fair  a  prospect  of  Tran([uility. 
and  are  exempt  from  the  Calamities  naturally  resulting 
from  an  Indian  War,  let  us  *turn  our  thoughts  to  such 
Objects  as  may  best  promote  His  Majesty's  Service,  and 
the  true  Interest  and  Prosperity  of  this  flourishing  Prov- 
ince, in  which  you  may  always  rely  on  my  utmost  Assist- 
ance and  hearty  Concurrence 

The  Encouragement  of  Trade  is  certainly  an  Object 
worthy  your  Attention,  and  the  Means  by  which  it  may 
l>e  most  effectually  promoted  and  extended  within  its 
proper  Channel  deserves  mature  Deliberation. 

The  erecting  a  fFort  at  Cockspur  seems  to  be  an  expe- 
dient Measure  as  it  is  not  only  necessary  in  Time  of  War 
for  the  Protection  of  Trade  and  of  the  Province  from 
Insults,  but  also  useful  in  Time  of  Peace  for  inforcing  a 
due  Observance  of  our  Laws.  This  Island  I  have  taken 
a  Veiw  ^"''^  of,  and  shall  send  you  a  Draught  of  the 
Channels  running  by  the  East  End,  and  up  the  North 
and  South  Sides  with  a  Plan  of  some  Works  proposed 
and  a  Calculation  of  the  Expence  for  your  Consideration ; 
that  if  you  judge  it  a  necessary  Service,  Provision  may  l)e 
made  for  the  same. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly, 

The  Business  of  the  last  Session  being  so  long  protract- 
ed, and  the  Season  of  the  Year  so  far  advanced  before  the 
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General  Tax  was  laid,  the  Time  of  levying  it  became  very 
inconvenient:  which  I  hope  will  be  avoided  for  tfie  fu- 
ture. 

I  have  ordered  a  State  of'  it's  produce  to  be  laid  before 
you,  from  which  you  will  see  how  far  the  means  proposed 
for  defraying  the  several  Expences  from  the  29**  of  Sep- 
tember 1760  to  the  29*"*  of  Sept'  1761  have  been  effectual ; 
also  an  Estimate  for  the  usual  and  necessary  Service  of 
the  current  Year.  And  when  you  reflect  on  the  many 
heavy  Articles  for  the  Support  and  Encouragement  of 
this  Province  annually  paid  by  the  Crown,  I  am  certain 
you  will  most  chearfully  provide  for  those  now  recom- 
mended to  you;  and  for  such  other  Articles  of  Ex- 
pence  as  may  concern  our  immediate  Welfare;  and  that 
in  such  Manner  as  may  be  most  equal  and  least  burthen- 
some  to  the  People.

I  persuade  myself  that  the  Business  of  this  Session  will 
be  carried  on  with  that  Unanimity  and  Dispatch  that  must 
make  it  agreeable  to  yourselves  as  well  as  pleasant  to  me.

Introduced  into  this  Province,  but  even  this  small  part 
is  in  a  very  wavering  State  and  far  from  being  Estab- 
lished, the  Merchants  in  Carolina  Exerting  themselves 
and  using  their  utmost  Endeavours,  not  only  to  prevent 
the  Merchants  here  from  having  any  further  Share  in 
the  Said  Trade,  but  also  to  draw  back  that  which  hath 
with  so  much  difficulty  been  brought  hither,  so  that  the 
Merchants  in  Georgia  to  Induce  the  Indian  Traders  to 
Supply  themselves  with  Goods  from  them  are  under  the 
Necessity  of  Selling  Cheaper  then  the  Carolina  Mer- 
chants, tho  their  Goods  Come  to  their  hands  attended 
with  heavier  Charges  then  the  Goods  of  the  Merchants 
of  South  Carolina 

That  the  Charges  on  this  Branch  of  Business  are  much 
higher  than  on  any  other  in  this  Province,  and  should 
this  Tax  of  Ten  Shillings  on  every  Hundred  Pounds 
value  of  Skins  be  Laid  the  Charges  would  Amount  to 
three  and  half  Per  Cent.

These  Charges  Amount  to  about  one  and  a  half 
per  cent  and  for  Insurance  to  Charles  Town  is  paid  two

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withal  the  charge  of  bringing  the  Goods  from  Charles 
Town  and  the  Low  Advance  the  Merchants  are  obliged 
to  Supply  the  Traders  at,  in  order  to  Induce  them  to 
purchase  here,  it  will  be  found  that  the  Profits  of  the 
Merchants  on  this  Branch  of  Trade  must  be  very  Incon- 
siderable And  Should  they  Attempt  to  raise  the  price  of 
their  Goods  ever  so  Small  a  Trifle  they  would  Certainly 
endanger  the  Loss  of  the  whole  Trade.

Any  Province  two  or  three  Vessels  being  sufficient  to 
Carry  away  all  that  are  exported  from  any  Province  in 
America  and  one  small  Vessel  being  Sufficient  to  Carry 
all  that  are  Exported  from  this  Province.  And  Expe- 
rience has  taught  the  Merchants  that  when  they  have 
brought  Vessels  here  to  be  Loaden  they  have  found  it 
in  General  very  difficult  to  Lade  them  and  have  always 
been  obliged  to  pay  a  Much  higher  price  for  their  Rice 
and  Indigo,  than  those  Commodities  could  be  purchased 
for  in  South  Carolina,  and  often  they  have  been  obliged 
to  pay  for  them  in  Bills  of  Exchange,  An  Additional  Tax 
therefore  upon  the  Trade  of  this  Province  can  never  be

Who  by  their 
Letter  to  me  Dated  the  25***  February  1762  are  pleased 
amongst  other  things  to  say,  "Upon  this  Occasion  we 
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had  recourse  to  your  Letter  to  us  of  the  13***  of  July  1761 
which  Contains  your  Observations  upon  those  Laws  and 
having  fully  Considered  that  part  of  it  which  relates  to 
the  Tax  Act  and  also  the  Re|X)rt  of  the  Committee  of 
Council  which  you  transmitted  with  it,  it  does  appear  to 
us  that  the  several  Allowances  to  the  publick  Officers 
contained  in  the  Estimate  Marked  A  are  not  only  Reason- 
able and  proper  in  themselves,  and  sijrjlcr  to  what  is  al- 
lowed in  the  Neighbouring  Province  of  South  Carolina 
but  have  also  been  granted  to  them  from  tlie  first  Estab- 
lishment of  the  Colony  without  any  Objection  made 
thereto  by  the  Late  Commissioners  of  this  Board :  We 
are  therefore  of  Opinion  that  you  acted  properly  and 
Consistantly  in  laying  An  Estimate  of  them  before  the
